Report. of the Superintending School Cortnnittel 


In commencing this Report, your Committee feel constrained to 
say, that they believe’ theSchools in town were never in a more flour- 
ishing condition than at the present time. Weare aware that this 
happy state of improvement has not been effected by causes that have 
operated the past year alone, but the energy and perseverance of the 
parent, teacher and. scholar, have contributed a good deal in previous 
years to bring about this pleasing result. We believe the hearty co- 
operation of the parent with the teacher in sustaining him in keeping 
good order, is indispensable to the success of a good school, 

The right selection of a Prudential Committee, contributes no~ 
small degree of usefulness to a school. Parents should exert them- 
selves at their annual school meeting, and see that a man is selected 
who is interested and energetic—one who will be likely to bestir him- 
self in procuring a teacher who has the ability to teach, as well as - 
book learning. How often does it happen that a Committee is cho- 
sen who is notatall interested. Hence his neglect to employ a teach- 
er in season, and, perhaps none at all, till some one in the District 
tells him, ‘’tis about time to think of having aschool.’ Many parents 
begin to think it a duty binding on them to visit the school room. 
This is as it should be. It is the opinion of the. Committee that 
schools visited by parents, once or twice each term, are more energet- 
ic and enthusiastic, and bear a better examination than those not vis- 
ited. We hope the time is not far distant when all parents and guar- 
dians will esteem it a privilege to enter witliin the walls of the school 
room, and look after the best interests of their children and those 
for whom they are immediately interested. 

Another very important consideration is a good school house, adap- 
ted to the convenience and taste of the pupil, constructed in a man- 
ner, and fitted up in a style, that will be easy, agreeable, and attract- 
ing, that the school room may be sought after as being a pleasure, 
vather than being considered a task. The most of the people of Goffs- 
town do not intend to be behind, in respect to good school houses. 
They have done nobly for a few years past, in repairing old houses 
and building new ones. But there are a few yet which seem to re- 
semble almost anything else, rather than the place where children are 
in the habit of gathering for the cultivation of the mind, and is illy 
fitted for children to stay in six hours in a day, throne the cold win- 
ter season. We speak in terms of commendation of that spirit which 
actuated the people in District No. 16, 9 and 5 in building them- 
selves new, beautiful and convenient school houses. It is hoped that 
people in other Districts will get the same spirit, and in looking at 
those houses they will Admire their construction and acknowledge their 
usefulness to the prosperity and welfare of a school. 
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The puictual attendance of scholars is another consideration whici: 
parents should attend to. Few people, not in the habit of teaching, 
are aware how aschool is thrown into disorder, and becomes disar rang- 
ed for want of punctuality. Classes that have been formed general- 
ly become interested in their studies, if the school is worth anything ; 
hence the great inconvenience, if part of the class are absent two or 
three daysat atime. We feel pleased to say that the table of aver- 
age attendance exhibits a very favorable report in regard to punctu- 
ality. 

In conclusion, your committee feel justified in saying that they be- 
lieve our schools will go on, progressing in knowledge, if parents do 
their duty, and that all will soon become interested in common schoo] 
education, as a means of sustaining our civil and religious liberties. 
and all institutions that tend to.promote the welfare of our common 
country.

A petition was presented to your Committee to dismiss the 
‘teacher, to which, in compliance with our laws, we; were obliged to 
attend, and after a thorough and impartial investigation of the case, 
we decided ‘that it was for the interest'of thé ‘school that he should 
remain. Parents should not be too much discomposed when they 
learn that their children have been corrected for misdemeanors by 
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their teacher. A part in this District removed their children from 
the school, leaving the number quite small to derive benefit from it. 
At the examination, the deportment of those scholars who remained 
was good, and their improvement commendable. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. SUMMER AND WINTER SCHOOLS, 
MISS ANN M. HADLEY, . INSTRUCTRESS. 


Miss Hadley i is a very face teacher. The general appearance
